Oats planted this Fall will save money in the Spring. Timothy hay cost $30.00 per ton 
this Spring. It may go higher. Oat hay is better. Save by growing it at home. When 
handled properly, oats may provide much good grazing during the early Spring. If mixed 
with vetch or crimson clover, the grazing and hay are much improved.
